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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: "forming a second 
positioning reference surface of the optical element is formed" is grammatically 
incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nishikawa 
(2002/0053223). Nishikawa teaches an optical element product ([0002]). In the event 
any differences can be shown for the product of the product-by-process claim 9, as 
opposed to the product taught by the reference of Nishikawa, such differences would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as a routine modification of the 
product in the absence of a showing of unexpected results. The product in the product- 
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by-process claim 9 is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art. See In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 are 3-8 allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art fail to disclose or fairly suggest a 
reference surface formation step comprising the dropping of molten glass onto a mold 
surface so as to collide with mold surface and spread to be in contact with the outer 
shape restricting surface, while the outer shape restricting surface is heated to a 
temperature greater than Tg-100 C. Although the prior art teaches a heated outer 
shape restricting surface and teaches the dropping of molten glass onto a mold surface, 
it fails to teach the combination of dropping molten glass so that it spread to be in 
contact with a restricting surface that is heated.
